He plaved violin with 
the symphony orchestras of Den- 
ver, St. Louis, and the National 
Broadcasting Company studios of 
Chicago, and with the Chicago 
Little Symphony. He taught at 
Stephens College for fifteen years. 
One of Professor Adair's composi- 
tions will be played in this concert. 

Soloist will be Miss Virginia 
Morgan, solo harpist of the San 
Francisco Symphony Orchestra, as- 
sisted by Albert K. Wickesberg, a 
member of the business administra- 
tion faculty of Sacramento State 
College. 

Miss Morgan's career includes 
study at the Paris National Con- 
servatoire, mnumerouse concerts 
throughout Europe, three solo re- 
citals in Steinway Hall, New York 
City, and as soloist with the Los 
Angeles Philharmonie Orchestra, 
Seattle and Oakland symphony or- 
chestras, Cannes Casino Orchestra, 
National Orchestral Association of 
New York, as well as ten years as 
soloist with the San Francisco 
Symphony.

Panhellenic Loan Fund Helps 
State Students Through College 


Although the Panhellenic Fund has nearly all of its working capital 
committed at the present time, other means are being arranged for 
deserving students to make loans to help them over financial barriers, 
it was reported yesterday by Dr. Donald Bailey, dean of students. 


Last semester, aid was given to 
fourteen students through loans 
from this fund. Thus far, there has 
been a rapid turn over on the loans, 
partly because the amount in the 
fund is limited, and partly because 
there is no interest charged on the 
loans. However, the main reason 
for the fast turn over is that stu- 
dents have realized the importance 
of repaying and keeping the money 
in circulation. “We are proud of the 
student cooperation,” Dr. Bailey 


stated. 


The college has not been able to 





make loans to all students who 
have applied, and because of this, 
steps are being taken to arrange 
for further help from groups out- 
side the college. 

This aid is for students who car- 
ry a full-time college program and 
who have attended the college for a 
minimum of one semester. In grant- 
ing loans, consideration is given to 
scholastic att ainm ent, financial 
need, character, and promise. 

Students needing financial aid 
may apply through Dr. Bailey’s 
office in the Ninth Avenue Annex.

Amid simple platform sets, whose functional design and utility was 
displayed by their re-arrangement to suit various scenes, and under the 
psychological impression of a magnificent Corinthian column, a large, 
well-coordinated cast turned in a fine over-all performance. Standing 
apart from the numerous actors and two actresses who unfoided the 
tragedy with assurance and faultless command of their lines were Tom 
Rosqui, as Brutus; Sherwood Goozee, as Julius Caesar; Larry Ber- 
scheid, as Casca; and Glen Huling, as Antony. Noteworthy, but not par- 
ticularly outstanding, was John Cretan, as the lean and hungry Cassius. 

The name of Tom Rosqui should strike a familiar note in the minds 
of local drama addicts. He is well remembered for his fine portrayal 
of Macbeth, in a Sacramento College production of the Scottish tragedy 


Rosqui’s characterization of the sincere but misguided Brutus was 
superb. With complete assurance and clarifying restraint, he brought 
the loving executioner from where he lay dormant on the printed page 
into the realm of the living. Intensified by a stature typifying the mental 
and physical power of the character, his interpretation and the con- 
viction with which Rosqui delivered his lines show he has come far since 
Macbeth and will progress greatly in the future.

His interpretation of the 
Roman leader to thrice refused a crown, made a lasting impression on 
the audience. He made me sorry to be a witness to great Caesar's death. 
As is Rosqui, Goozee is formerly of Sacramento. After seeing his work 
in “Julius Caesar,” he should be sorely missed, along with Rosqui, by 


Bringing humor wrapped in a cloak of envy to the piay, Larry 
Berscheid portrayed the sour and sinister Casca very well. He stood out 
particularly in his deliverance of the speech dealing with Caesar’s actions 


Another actor who made his mark of the evening on the basis of 
certain lines was Glen Huling, as Antony. No matter how many times 
they had been heard in the past, Huling commanded respect and atten- 
tion when once again he delivered “Friend, Romans, countrymen... , 
to the protesting ears of the groundlings gathered before his podium.

On the technical side of the production, the lighting sets, and 
recorded music were smoothly blended to fit the action, mood, cadence 


The costumes were excellent. Against a somber background, amid 
a somber and sinister atmosphere, they stood out brightly, but not so 
much as to tarnish the mood of the production. 

To sum up, Director De Marco Brown and the Pacific Theater can be 
justly proud of a fine performance. I understand that Director Brown 
sees fit to present Shakespeare every two years. If this presentation 
of “Julius Caesar,” is a criterion on which to judge, I say with con- 
viction and belief: “It’s too long a time between draughts of the Bard's 
immortal lines at the Pacific Theater.”

PEAK AGE OF COLLEGE ATHLETES 
ESTABLISHED AS 27 To 29 YEARS 


The average coljege athletes, as 


@ group, are at their physical peak 


between th eages of 27 and 28 inclusive, according to Professor H. C. 
Lehman, of Ohio University, Athens, Ohio, who has recently conducted 


a research. 

Prof. Lehman, who has made a 
years when persons in the differ- 
ent professions are at their peak, 
arrived at his conclusions concern- 
ing athletes by getting the birth- 
dates of almost 10,000 athletic per- 
formers and then checking their 
records to find when they were at 
“peak.” 

PROFICIENT YEARS 

In his article, “The Most Profi- 
cient Years at Sports and Garnes,” 
in the October issue of “Research 
Quarterly,” Lehman gave some 
very instering details about all 
athletes, and how they move along 
gradually to their peak year, and 
eventually are forced into decline. 

Dealing with baseball players, 
Lehman split them into two groups; 
pitchers and non-pitchers. He com- 
pared the birthdates of 1,666 pitch- 
ers, at 27, past and present, with 
their best years, and found that 
the thrower is keenest at 27, that 
he then can count on 4.39 good 
years, after which he slips. Study- 
ing 3,126 non-pitchers, Lehman 
found them at tops at 28, with o 
peak spread of 4.04 years. (Marino 
Pierucci, please take note of this.) 

Professor Lehman wrote: 

“Approximately 68 per cent of 
pitching service is rendered be- 
tween ages 25.11 and 33.89. These 
two latter numerale are obtained 
by subtracting 4.39 from 29.50 and 


adding 4.39 to 29.60. (Get out your 
slide rule to figure this one out.) 
This means, of course, that about 
16 per cent of such service occurs 
prior to age 256.11 and about 16 per 
cent subsequent to age 33.89.” 
The professor learned further 
that professional ball players are 
born more frequently in the sou- 
thern part of the United States.

Lehman did not offer any con- 
clusion as to what causes an ath- 
lete to slip from his prime, however, 
we dug the following out of the 
files as possible reasons. 

ATTACK ON LEGS 

The generally acepted idea is 
that when age preceeds to manifest 
itself in an athlete, the attack is 
upon the legs. But this is disputed 
by a member of the Coroner’s staff 
in New York City, who stated: 

“In performing more than 4,500 
autopsies, I never found a body 
beyond 30 years of age which did 
not show a deterioration in the 
lungs. It is this, I am sure, which 
explains why athletes begin to slow 
up after reaching 30. The idea that 
they are slowed by lessening power 
of the leg muscles appears to be 
wrong. 

Their lungs do not function as 
they did in youth. Therefore, after 
muscular effort, which calls for 
high turn of speed, or some special 
effort that strains at the muscle, 
their lungs falter. Consequently, 
they cannot get the full amount of 
oxygen they need, and it is this 
which causes them to slow down in 
their pace — not a faltering of the 
leg muscles. 

“It is to be observed that when 
athletes have amazing lungs, they 
can carry on as champions not 
merely until they are 30, but far 
into the thirties, and in some rare 
instances, until the yare beyond the 
40 year mark, thus disproving the 
theory that legs fail an athlete 
after 30.”
